Regional Conference 


Plans are moving forward rapidly for 
the Regional Library Conference which 
will be held in Des Moines, October 12 
to 15, 1932 with Hotel Ft. Des Moines 
as headquarters. The library associa- 
tions of Iowa, Kansas, Minnesota, Mis- 
souri and Nebraska will gather for this 
general conference. 

These five statees have a combined 
population of 12 million and have with- 
in their borders 800 libraries containing 
over 15 million volumes. Enrolled public 
library borrowers numbering nearly 2 
million, borrowed from their libraries 
last year over 30 million volumes. An 
attendance of 600 or more is expected 
at the Regional Conference. 

The tentative program provides for 
registration on Wednesday morning and 
afternoon, October 12. At 4:30 p. m. 
the weekly broadcast sponsored by the 
public libraries of Des Moines »nd Davy- 
enport will be given over radio station 
WHO-WOC, The Central Broadcasting 
Company, with a prominent conference 
speaker on the program. The Ist gen- 
eral session will be held that evening at 
8:00 o’clock with C. P. Baber, presi- 
dent of the Kansas Library Association 
presiding. Meetings of the separate 
state associations are scheduled for 
Thursday morning, October 13, followed 
by a conference luncheon at 12:30 with 
E. Joanna Hagey, president of the 
Iowa Library Association presiding. In 
the afternoon group round tables for 
librarians of large libraries, librarians 
of medium sized libraries, librarians of 
small libraries, trustees, hospital and in- 
stitutional librarians, children’s libra- 
rians and reference librarians will be 
held. Library school and group dinners 
will be held that evening. 

On Friday, October 14th, the libra- 
rians of teachers’ colleges will meet for 
breakfast at 8:00 o’clock with Anna V. 
Jennings, State Teachers College, Kear- 
ney, Nebraska, presiding. Sadie T. 
Kent, president of the Missouri Library 
Association will preside at the 2nd gen- 
eral session which will be held that 
morning at 9:30. During the afternoon 
there will be three important section 
meetings of county librarians, school li- 
brarians and college librarians which 
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will be followed by a joint banquet @ 
all participating associations at whig 
speakers of note in the literary wong 
will be heard. Gilbert Doane, libparins 
at the University of Nebraska Librr 
will preside at this, the 3rd general gu 
sion. 

The 4th and last general session will 
be held Saturday morning, r 
15th, with Harriett Wood, Superintey 
ent of School Libraries, Department gf 
Education, St. Paul presiding.

District Meetings, 1932 

The attendance from outside this year 
was slightly in excess of last year, 
though the grand total was considera- 
bly less, but this is dependent on the 
local registration which varies. At some 
meetings many local people register and 
at others very few. 

The figures, however, show a smaller 
number of libraries represented, 126 


this year to 141 last year, and fewer 
trustees in attendance, being 134 this 
year to 150 last year, but a larger num- 
ber of librarians present this year, 196 


to 183 last year. One gratifying fea- 
ture was the attendance of representa- 
tives from a number of the association 
libraries. 

The largest meeting was at Alta and 
the next in size at Charles City. But 
a good meeting is not dependent upon 
the number present. 

Two of the meetings were held in 
churches and one in a city hall. It is 
always more desirable to hold the meet- 
ing in the library, but sometimes con- 
ditions make another place necessary. 

The topic for roll call, ‘‘My worst 
problem and how I solved it,’’ was no- 
liceable because the problems at one 
meeting were seldom duplicated at an- 
other and were too many to take up 
here, ; 

At two meetings librarians reported 
their problem solved to be the discon- 
lnuance of a reserve system with which 


others agreed. These were small li- 
braries and some of the larger libraries 
reported they felt that the reserves were 
useful in their libraries. 

The topic concerning children’s ac- 
tivities in competition with reading 
brought forth several such good papers 
that one or two probably will be printed 
later in the Quarterly. 

**How to promote the reading of old- 
er books’’ called out lively discussion at 
every meeting. The suggestions included 
newspaper publicity in lists and reviews, 
displays of older books in the library, 
listing and displaying older books with 
the new with especial emphasis on the 
necessity of presenting the older books 
in attractive editions, and the librarian’s 
own acquaintance with them and en- 
thusiasm for them. 


The two principal items reported on 
the topic, ‘‘Rural Reading’’ were the 
Township Experiment of the Indianola 
Publie Library, an account of which was 
given in the last number of the Quar- 
terly, and the Mason City work with the 
county children, an account ef which 
appears this month. 

Because of the absence of speakers on 
the ‘‘Enrichment of Adult Life,’’ this 
subject was not taken up at several 
meetings. One or two of the papers 
given may appear in a later number of 
the Quarterly. 

The Book Talks were especially satis- 
factory this year to the Secretary of 
the Library Commission and we trust 
were equally pleasing to those who heard 
them. The usual lists were distributed 
and sent later to libraries not repre- 
sented at any meeting. 

The formal part of the afternoon pro- 
grams this year was given at Creston by 
Forrest B. Spaulding, librarian, Des 
Moines Public Library, who spoke on 
‘*The library in a time of depression,’’ 
giving suggestions in matters of economy 
for a library. 

At Knoxville, Catherine Barry, libra- 
rian of the U. 8. Veteran’s Hospital at 
Knoxville, told of her work in the li- 
brary of the hospital, which was much 
enjoyed. This was given in connection 
with a visit to the hospital and hospital 
library. 

At Charles City, Mrs. Bruce Giffen 
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of Cedar Falls gave an interesting talk 
on her experiences in Egypt where she 
recently spent a year. 

At Vinton the librarians were taken 
to the School for the Blind where a 
program was given by the blind suaailie 
and the librarians were taken through 
the school, both of which were a revela- 
tion to those present. 

The speaker at the Washington meet- 
ing was Mathilda Berg, who gave her 
experiences when employed by the H. 
W. Wilson Company in the preparation 
of the Cumulative Book Index. She 
also told of the organization and the 
work of this company and brought 
greetings to the librarians of the dis- 
trict from H. W. Wilson. 

Dr. A. C. Nielsen, president, Buena 
Vista College, gave an inspiring and 
thoughtful address at the Alta meeting 
on the subject of ‘‘the librarian in a 
time of spiritual depression.”’ 


The Alden meeting was also the oc- 
easion of the celebration of the fiftieth 
anniversary of the establishment of the 
library and the afternoon program was 
arranged accordingly. 

Professor Doeringsfeld, Superintend- 
ent of Schools of Alden, was the first 
speaker and after few preliminary re- 
marks, introduced one of his high school 
pupils who told of the advantages of the 
present method of free choice in the se- 
lection of books to be read by the stu- 
dents over the required reading of the 
past. He had read twenty books during 
the past school year. 

Mrs. F. E. Furry, long connected with 
the Alden Library Board, gave a ‘‘ Brief 
History of the Alden Public Library.’’ 
Rev. W. T. Suckow of Alden spoke on 
‘The community and the library from 
the outside,’’ and Forrest B. Spaulding 
spoke on the ‘‘Community and the li- 
brary from the inside.’’ Both addresses 
were thoughtful and inspiring. 

At this meeting, before the anniver- 
sary program was given, the librarians 
were pleased to have an interesting talk 
on the New Orleans Meeting of the A. 
L. A. from Miss Story of Marshalltown, 
who had been present. 

At Washington Mrs. Millard and Miss 
Lilly of Burlington, who also had been 


at New Orleans, gave their impre 
of the meeting. -

" had expected to become bored before 
the eighth meeting was reached; quite the 
contrary was my reaction. It was most sur- 
prising to find how differently the same sub- 
ject could be presented. It made one re- 
spect the personality and ability of the 
speakers to learn of such diversity and 
originality. There was little similarity in 
the problems presented at roll call; the 
way the difficulties were met showed great 
versatility. 

I certainly have a deepened respect for 
the ability, enthusiasm and purpose that 
inspire the librarians .and trustees of our 
state. They take their responsibilities seri- 
ously and are making brave attempts to 
have reading play the important part that 
it should in the life of a thinking com- 
munity. The spirit of service animated 
them. 

Especially gratifying were the efforts 
that were being made by the librarians to 
familiarize themselves with the older books 
and bring them to the attention of their 
patrons so that good books could be sup- 
plied regardless of the imprint date. 

The underlying impulse that animated all 
seemed to be the desire to make books 
available for practical, cultural and recre- 
ational uses. All felt that these times of- 
fered libraries greatly enlarged opportunities 
to make reading a vital activity in our 
communities. 

In the course of our travels, Miss Robin- 
son and I visited a number of libraries. As 
ever, there was something to be learned and 
commended at each. One of the rewards 
of library visiting is that each institution 
offers suggestions, either to be followed 
or avoided.

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A Subject for Thought 


The time approaches when requests 
from libraries for the coming year’s ap- 
propriations must go to the city coun- 
eil. 

The probability is that reductions will 
be made in many places, especially 
where boards have invited them by car- 
rying over too large a balance. 

While attempting to “‘meet sympa- 
thetically the demands of appropriating 
bodies for the utmost * * * economy’’ 
in the management of their libraries, 
library boards should make it plain to 
city councils that there is such a rela- 
tionship between library support and 
library efficiency, that a smaller appro- 
priation must necessarily mean less ef- 
ficient service to the community on the 
part of the library. 


But in order to render the best service 
possible with the greatest economy pos- 
sible, library boards should make a more 
careful study than ever of the needs 
of the library and arrange a budget to 
show where decreases in expenditures 
ean be made with the least serious ef- 
fect in library efficiency. Whether or 
not a library has used a budget in the 
past, this is the time when it should be 
done. , 


The first cut will doubtless be made in 
salaries. This is much to be regretted 
for librarians are already being paid 
to little for expert work. Now when an 
increased use is being made of the li- 
brary it is hardly fair to ask for “in- 
creased service for less money. But 
more important, the far-reaching result 
of salary reductions will be the failure 
to attract capable people to the library 


profession where they are so greatly 
needed. 


_ In many cases, however, this reduction 
is not the wish of the library board but 
is being forced on them from outside 
sources. Sometimes the manual services 
of the janitor are receiving larger com- 
pensation, comparatively, than the in- 


tellectual, spiritual, and educational 
services of the librarian and her assist- 
ants. This should not be. 


Careful attention should be given to 
heat and light. The library should be 
pt comfortable and cheerful, but little 


margin might be allowed and leaks 
watched for. 

Whether a decrease in the hours of 
opening would yield enough saving to 
warrant the risk of a decrease in the 
usefulness in the library may be a ques- 
tion to be considered. 

The book fund is too often what is 
left when other expenses are provided 
for, notwithstanding the fact that the 
presence of books is the only justifica- 
tion for the existence of a library. And 
now it is the book fund which will be 
made to bear the heaviest reduction next 
to salaries. 

May the Secretary of the Library 
Commission make a few suggestions 
which might be followed in considering 
a reduction in the amount to be spent 
for books. 


More than ever before careful atten- 
tion should be given to book selection 
and only such books purchased as will 
have a wide reading. Many books are 
published each year which might form 
a part of a well rounded collection of a 
library with a large income, but cer- 
tainly should not be purchased to stand 
idle on the shelves after one or two 
readings in a library with a limited 
fund. This does not apply to good pop- 
ular books of travel, biography, and 
economics. Mistakes here in buying, we 
believe, account for the low nonfiction 
circulation in many libraries. There- 
fore, 

(1) Do not buy highbrow books 
with limited appeal. Borrow them from 
the Library Commission or through In- 
terlibrary Loans. 

(2) Put new fiction into a rent col- 
lection, borrowing the money to start 
this from the general fund, or elsewhere, 
for a rent collection cannot be legally 
maintained from the tax fund. When 
the books have paid for themselves they 
may be transferred to the general col- 
lection which will thus be increased at 
no expense. 

(3) Promote the use of older books 
now standing idle on the shelves. How 
to do this was discussed at the District 
Meetings. 

(4) Make large use of the attractive 
reprints of comparatively recent books, 
offered at reduced prices. 
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(5) Buy Popular Copyright editions 
where possible for the books needed for 
high school use. Many mystery and 
western stories also come in this form. 

(6) Use discrimination in purchas- 
ing children’s books, buying (a) a few 
new titles only, as they are too expen- 
sive; (b) a larger number of old favor- 
ites in attractive yet inexpensive edi- 
tions, and (c) inexpensive easy books so 
much needed in a children’s room. (Send 
to the Library Commission for all kinds 
of lists.) 

(7) Remember that it is economy 
to mend and bind early. A rebound 
book will last longer than a new one 
and be more attractive than an old one. 
But be cautious about binding maga- 
zines. 

And again, study your needs and 
your budget and reduce thoughtfully, 
remembering there may be those in your 
community who are finding in your li- 
brary ‘‘the only recreation they can 
afford and one of thé few opportunities 
for renewing their faith in organized 
society.’’

Here is a scheme carried on by Miss 
Barrette and her staff of Mason City 
which brought over one hundred en- 
thusiastic boys and girls of the county 
to know and use the library, but better 


still, to know and use books.

Club Cooperation in Financing Reading for 
Rural Children 


In the spring of 1931, the Book Re- 
view Department of the Mason City 
Woman’s Club voted $25.00 to give a 
few country children library opportuni- 
ties. Although the average cost per 
person for library service in Mason City 
is $2.21, the Board of Trustees of the 
Library voted to give these rural chil- 
dren student cards at $1.00 a year in- 
stead of the regular $2.00 rural mem- 
bership. Student cards allow two books 
to be borrowed at a time; four books 
may be taken on a regular membership. 

To select the twenty-five children to 
whom cards would be given, the Home 
Demonstration Agent at the Farm Bu- 
reau, the County Superintendent of 
schools, the Children’s Librarian, and a 
staff member who kad lived in the coun- 
try, and the Librarian met and worked 
out a list of twenty-five questions. These 
were published in the local paper giv- 
ing date on which answers must be in, 
suggesting that they might be looked 
up in school libraries, at the Farm Bu- 
reau office and at the Library, and that 
help would be given in those places in 
finding the answers. The best twenty- 
five were to have library ecards. 

The County Agent reprinted the list 
in the Cerro Gordo Exchange which was 


How to do it is . 
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sent to each home in the county, 
only to Farm Bureau Members. 

One hundred and eighteen young 
ple sent in answers. The questig 
which provoked the most discussion wag _ 
“If my bathing cap is stuck together, 
how can I get it apart?’’ 

It proved difficult to select the bik 
twenty-five, and as, of course, the im 
portant consideration was that the 
young people should have library gery. 
ice when they were eager enough to 
work out a list of questions, an effort 
was made to get other clubs to take part 
of the children and the men’s service 
clubs and some smaller clubs, with a} 
brary trustee and three staff me 
finished financing all one hundred and 
eighteen children’s.cards. 


A separate record was kept at the 
Library of the reading of these co 
children. More than 1,500 books wer 
circulated to rural homes on gift ecards, 
All but two children felt the cards had 
helped in their school work. One of 
those who answered ‘‘no”’ to this ques 
tion added ‘‘I no longer go to school,” 
In all but three cases, other members of 
the family read some of the books. —

each of these hundred children to get 
their reactions to books after a yey 
library service : 

How many books have you read? 

What book did you like best? 

Did the library card help in your 
school work? :

In May of this year the Wi 
Club again voted $25.00 for rural re 
ing among young people. It was’ 
cided to make those ineligible @ 
who earned cards last year 
would be impossible for the } 
Clubs to earry the problem of f 
reading as there are about 3,0 
dren in the county and all the ¢ 
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hope to do at best is to introduce the 
library to a few of the children. 


Although it was quite late in the year 
the County Superintendent put the 
questions in her news bulletin to rural 
teachers and where they were not too 
busy with closing activities, they helped, 
and eighty-three children sent in good 
lists of answers. Again other clubs 
eame to the rescue and the eighty-three 
children’s cards have been financed. 

It is rather interesting to note also 
that five of the children who were given 
eards last year have already persuaded 
their parents to buy cards for them this 
year. 

The plan offers an opportunity to 
clubs to give a little help on a big prob- 
lem especially difficult at this time be- 
cause of the straits in which many 
farmers find themselves because of eco- 
nomic maladjustment.

Publicity Methods in Iowa Libraries 
By The Publicity Committee, lowa Library 
Association 
Only three of the eight districts of the 
state have sent in reports indicating ac- 
tivity for the past three months, but the 
others are doubtless doing good work ac- 
cording to their several lights, and finding 
no particular need for publicity amid the 
pressing demands of every day. Of the li- 
braries reporting, the greatest number re- 
port the use of book reviews in the local 
papers, but some rather new ideas have 
cropped up in various corners of the state. 


The Iowa Falls library brought the Ivory 
Soap sculpture exhibit to their library for 
a week. They have also arranged a case 
where dolls dressed like various book char- 
acters are exhibited to the delight of both 
adults and children. 


The Britt library has printed for distribu- 
tion lists of the most outstanding books of 
the twentieth century, a fine idea which 
bears fruit not only in getting better read- 
ing done, but in dividing the wear and tear 
between older titles and new ones. The 
library has also printed lists of books on 
child study in response to demands from 
the clubs of the city. 


The Corydon library is featuring book 
reviews written by patrons, one of which 
appears together with a weekly list of new 
books in the local paper. 


The Mount Ayr library has begun a series 
of meetings with the Farm Bureau women 
of the county and plans to explain to them 


ways of making city library service avail- 
able to rural districts. 


The Leon library is doing a good deal 
with old favorites such as Lorna Doone, 
Return of the Native and others, reviewing 
them for the papers in an effort to get 
people to read them. In this way the li- 
brary is kept in the public eye despite an 
extremely small book fund. 


The Council Bluffs Public Library has had 
a window display of timely books in a 
downtown bank, with a background poster 
giving in brief tabulation the most inter- 
esting figures and facts of the annual re- 
port. The library has issued for several 
years a pamphlet listing the most important 
acquisitions of the year. This bulletin is 
distributed free to patrons and is sent to 
some other libraries of the state. It is a 
particularly good scheme because it brings 
into prominence certain excellent but not 
popular books which have had their fleet- 
ing hour and, if it were not for this, would 
have already begun their careers of in- 
nocuous desuetude on the library shelves. 


Several libraries have been the recipients 
of gifts, none more splendid than that of 
Arthur Mooney, a New York artist, who 
gave to the Charles City library a collec- 
tion of art objects including early Ameri- 
can furniture and books, which made a good 
publicity article. 


The Greene Public Library reports co- 
operation with the merchants of the town 
who have their Annual Spring Festival in 
May each year. The library was decorated 
for the event with pictures of Washington 
and Lincoln and posters displaying their 
sayings about books and reading. The note- 
worthy feature of this plan is that the li- 
brary was fitting itself into the general 
community celebration, thus gaining im- 
petus for its own display and swelling the 
effect of the whole. 


The Dubuque Public Library is not only 
very much on the job itself, but it has the 
reporters on the two Dubuque papers 
trained to a queen’s taste. Much of the 
admirable publicity that comes from there 
is written by the reporters themselves, in 
the striking editorial style that librarians, 
as a rule, can only aim at. 


A most interesting feature article about 
the Dubuque library was recently found 
among the papers of Mrs. Marion Hurd Me- 
Neely author of books for girls, whose sud- 
den death a year ago ended a most promis- 
ing literary career. Miss Clark, the li- 
brarian, and a friend of Mrs. McNeely, did 
not even know that this article had been 
written. It was printed on March 27, 1932, 
with the circulation figures brought up-to- 
date, and it attracted a great deal of at- 
tention from the townspeople.

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Interlibrary Loans 

There are many books which will 
have a limited cireulation in a small 
library and which, therefore, such a 
’ library cannot afford to buy. Different 
libraries will probably buy a few such 
books and if these could be made avail- 
able to all libraries through interlibrary 
loans, it would be a matter of economy 
in book buying for the entire state. 

To that end a list of the higher priced 
and less popular books has been sent to 
the libraries of the state with the re- 


quest that it be checked and returned , 


to the Library Commission. 

This will make possible the prepara- 
tion of a list of hooks to be found in 
the different libraries, and when re- 
quests come from libraries for books not 
available in the Traveling Library, the 
requests can be referred to the library 
which has the book in question. 

The list sent out was of course limited, 
but from the book lists which come to 
the Library Commission through its 
clipping service, it will be possible to 
increase the information on this sub- 
ject, which it is hoped will make the 
service valuable to all. Possibly later, 
lists can be mailed to libraries, telling 
where different books are to be found. 

This plan could be made more valua- 
ble also if different libraries would spe- 
cialize on certain subjects or classes, not 
duplicating, and they could then know 
which classes were located in what li- 
braries. 

No obligation is placed on any library 
by cooperating in this plan and there 
is no intention of taking out of a li- 
brary books which are having a circula- 
tion in its community. But the Seere- 
tary of the Library Commission has 
seen many books standing unused on li- 
brary shelves and it is to secure wider 
circulation for such books by libraries 
which cannot afford and should not buy 
the books of a limited appeal, that this 
plan is suggested for trial. 

Details have not all been worked out 
and any library having suggestions to 
make is urged to send them to the See- 
retary of the Library Commission.
